jpsi  Planting  PEONIES 


If  you  are  ready  to  plant  your  Peonies  when  they  arrive,  wash  off  all 
packing  material  and  drop  the  roots  into  water.  Just  before  planting, 
remove  the  labels  so  the  wire  will  not  cut  the  roots.  Dig  a  hole  2  feet 
in  diameter  and  from  1  to  1  ]/->  feet  deep.  Place  the  Peony  root  in  the 
hole  so  the  eyes  on  the  root  are  2  inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  place  more  soil  back  into  the  hole  in  order  not 
to  have  the  eyes  more  than  2  inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground. 
Be  sure  the  soil  is  tramped  down  well  so  it  will  not  settle  any  more. 
Hold  the  division  erect  in  the  center  of  the  hole  with  one  hand,  with 
the  other  draw  in  the  soil  and  pack  it  firmly  about  the  root  so  that  just 
the  eyes  show.  Give  the  root  a  pail  of  water  and  then  fill  in  the  balance 
of  the  hole  and  firm  the  soil  tightly.  Just  as  soon  as  the  Peony  appears 
above  the  ground,  begin  to  cultivate  at  least  twice  each  week  until 
August  1st.  By  keeping  the  soil  loose  during  the  first  growing  season, 
there  should  be  no  loss. 


1.  When  Will  Brand  Peony  Roots  Bloom? 

Brand  Divisions  will  produce  blooms  next  spring  if  roots  are  planted 
in  September. 


2.  Why  Do  Some  Plants  Fail  to  Bloom? 

A.  They  may  be  planted  too  deep.  If  they  are  planted  too  deep,  the 
buds  turn  brown  and  do  not  mature.  Your  plant  will  produce  many 
stems  that  are  thin  and  weak. 

B.  You  may  not  be  cultivating  them  thoroughly.  Plants  should  be 
cultivated  each  week  from  the  time  the  red  shoots  appear  above  ground 
in  the  spring  until  after  the  blooming  season.  Then  they  should  culti- 
vated  several  times  before  the  first  of  September. 

C.  They  may  be  planted  where  they  receive  too  much  shade. 
Peonies  should  be  planted  in  the  open  where  they  get  sunshine  at  least 
half  the  day. 


D.  They  may  be  near  large  trees  and  shrubs  which  deprive  them  of 
sufficient  nourishment. 


3.  How  Deep  Should  They  Be  Planted  to  Give 
Best  Results? 

The  buds  on  the  crown  of  the  plant  should  be  two  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  soil.  In  setting  the  root,  be  sure  the  soil  in  the  bottom 
of  the  hole  has  been  well  tamped  down  so  the  plant  will  not  sink  below 
this  level. 


4.  When  Should  the  Tops  Be  Cut  Off? 

Cut  the  foliage  from  your  plants  between  August  1 5 th  and  September 
1  5th.  Then  remove  these  stalks  and  burn  them. 

5.  How  Often  Should  Peonies  Be  Fertilized? 

Use  welbrotted  manure  once  in  3  years  around  your  plants.  Place 
this  on  in  the  fall. 


6.  What  Harm  Do  Ants  Do? 

None.  They  are  after  the  sweet  juice  on  the  buds.  A  spray  with 
water  will  remove  this  juice.

SIZE  OF  ROOT 

It  is  unfortunate  that  Peonies  have  to  be  sold  at  a  cer- 
tain  price  per  root.  Unless  due  discretion  is  used  as  to 
the  size,  kind,  and  quality  of  the  root,  the  price  alone 
means  nothing. 

We  have  standardized  a  type  and  quality  of  root  now 
generally  known  to  the  Peony  world  as  “A  Brand  Divi¬ 
sion.’  Our  Brand  Divisions  have  a  large,  well-balanced 
root  system  and  each  one  carries  three,  five,  or  more  eyes. 


For  a  number  of  years  we  listed  our  Peonies  according  to  color,  thinking  it  would  make  it 
easy  for  our  customers  to  order  special  colors  without  reading  the  many  descriptions.  But  a 
few  of  our  friends  have  requested  us  to  go  back  to  our  original  method  of  listing  our  varieties 
in  alphabetical  order. 

This  season  we  are  dividing  our  double  Peonies  into  three  distinct  groups  and  each  of  these 
is  listed  in  alphabetical  order. 


Group  I — New  and  Scarce  Varieties 

This  group  consists  of  new  originations  of  which  the  stock  is  scarce.  The  price 
of  these  new  ones  must  therefore  be  higher  than  that  of  older  sorts.  We  are, 
however,  offering  them  for  less  than  has  usually  been  asked  for  new  varieties. 

Of  course,  these  new  Peonies  have  as  yet  received  no  rating.  But  we  are  sure 
that  they  will  rank  with  the  best  when  they  become  known. 


Group  II — Choice  Varieties  Reasonably  Priced 

In  this  group  we  place  those  varieties  which  are  real  show  flowers,  and  most 
of  which  are  equally  good  in  the  garden.  The  Peonies  in  this  group  have  also 
been  grown  over  a  long  enough  period  so  that  we  are  able  to  offer  them  at 
reasonable  prices. 


PRICE  PER  ROOT 

Only  a  large  clean  division,  handled  by  specialized 
labor,  can  qualify  as  “A  Brand  Division.”  This  is  why 
no  Peony  in  our  list  is  priced  lower  than  $1.00.  A  root 
that  can  be  produced  and  sold  for  less  is  not  comparable 
in  quality  and  size  to  a  Brand  Division.

Another  fine  red  coming  into  flower  with  the  late  varieties.  When 
Baroness  Schroeder  is  just  passing  its  prime,  this  variety  is  at  its 
best.

We  named  this 
Peony  for  Mrs.  Gowen  of  Excelsior,  Minnesota,  for  we  believe  no 
one  is  a  better  judge  of  a  good  Peony  than  she.  She  selected  this 
variety  some  years  ago  from  our  seed  bed  as  a  really  fine  Peony 
and  consequently  it  bears  her  name.

MRS.  BRYCE  FONTAINE  (A  M.  Brand)

The  most  coveted  award  in  the  shows  of  the  American  Peony  Society  is  offered  in 
the  class  calling  for  one  bloom  each  of  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  different  varieties. 
The  winner  in  this  class  receives  the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Society. 

In  the  March,  1935,  number  of  the  society’s  annual  bulletin  there  appeared  a  chart 
prepared  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Christman  listing  all  the  varieties  that  had  been  shown  in  the 
class  during  the  preceding  ten  years. 

Realising  that  this  chart  is  not  available  to  all  who  grow  Peonies  and  also  that  it  is 
now  out  of  date,  we  have  prepared  a  similar  chart  covering  the  shows  of  the  past  ten 
years.  But  catalog  space  is  expensive  so  we  have  condensed  our  chart  for  use  here,  in¬ 
cluding  only  those  varieties  that  have  appeared  in  at  least  five  out  of  ten  of  the  winning 
exhibits. 

Note:  In  making  this  chart  we  have  used  the  names  of  varieties  reported  in  the  various  bulletins 
issued  by  the  American  Peony  Society.  We  have  checked  these  varieties  very  carefully  and  we  hope 
that  no  mistake  has  been  made.

INFERENCES  FROM  THE  CHART 

First  of  all  we  must  assume  that  every  Peony  that  has  appeared  five  out  of 
ten  times  in  winning  exhibits  of  the  big  shows  of  the  American  Peony  Society, 
which  are  held  in  various  sections  of  the  country,  is  a  good  Peony. 

It  must  not  be  inferred,  however,  that  all  of  the  best  Peonies  grown  appear 
in  the  list.  In  the  first  place,  there  are  many  equally  fine  Peonies  that  bloom 
too  early  or  too  late  to  appear  in  many  shows,  since  the  dates  of  the  show  gen' 
erally  fall  during  what  is  expected  to  be  the  middle  of  the  Peony  season,  and 
often  early  and  late  varieties  do  not  appear. 

Such  fine  early  varieties  as  Edulis  Superba,  Richard  Carvel,  Cherry  Hill,  and 
Festiva  Maxima  are  seldom  seen  in  the  show  room.  Extremely  late  varieties  also 
are  usually  not  open  when  shows  are  held. 

A  number  of  new  varieties  have  received  very  high  ratings,  but  have  not 
been  on  the  market  long  enough  to  qualify  for  the  list. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  compare  this  list  with  a  similar  one  prepared  ten 
years  from  now.

Before  we  were  able 
to  do  this  we  never  had  any  success  with  French  Lilacs  in  the  Minnesota 
climate.  We  have  never  had  any  trouble  with  our  French  Lilacs  dying 
out  since.  A  French  Lilac  must  be  on  its  own  root  to  do  well  in  a  severe 
climate  like  that  of  Minnesota. 

Growing  an  Improved  Lilac  on  its  own  root  is  a  slow  process.  It  actU' 
ally  takes  us  two  years  longer  to  produce  a  Lilac  of  a  given  grade  on 
its  own  root  than  it  would  take  to  produce  the  same  grade  on  privet. 
Yet  we  insist  on  sending  out  only  those  Lilacs  that  will  prove  satisfac¬ 


tory,  so  our  customers  can  depend  upon  receiving  only  genuine  own' 
root  plants. 

We  have  a  wonderful  deep  rich  alluvial  soil;  the  soil  in  which  the 
Lilac  revels.  This  contributes  to  strong  thrifty  tops  with  a  large,  well' 
balanced  root  system. 

Our  plantings  of  Lilacs  have  increased  from  year  to  year  until  we  now 
have  for  our  1939  sales  as  fine  and  as  large  a  collection  as  you  could 
possibly  find  anywhere. 

This  is  probably  the  largest  collection  of  high  class  French  Lilacs  in 
the  world.  We  are  in  a  position  to  offer  our  customers  a  first  class  article 
in  every  respect. 


LILAC  DESCRIPTIONS 

Many  of  the  peculiarities  of  any  variety  of  Lilac  are  easily  described.  One  can  tell  at  a  glance 

whether  the  florets  are  single,  semi'double,  or  double,  or  whether  the  panicles  are  simple  or  com' 

pound,  long  or  short,  loose  or  compact. 

But  when  it  comes  to  color  probably  no  two  persons  would  name  exactly  alike  the  colors  of  any 
dozen  varieties  of  Lilacs. 

A  little  explanation  may  help  to  interpret  our  descriptions.  When  we  say  a  Lilac  is  red,  we  do  not 
mean  that  it  is  scarlet;  or,  when  we  say  it  is  blue,  we  do  not  mean  sky'blue,  as  an  occasional  customer 
seems  to  expect.  The  truth  is,  the  colors  of  all  Lilacs  are  soft.  They  are  made  up  of  different  pro' 

portions  of  blue  and  red  with  more  or  less  addition  of  white.  If  the  red  predominates  in  the  light 

shades,  we  may  call  the  color  pink  or  rose.  If  the  blue  predominates  decidedly,  we  may  call  the  color 
blue;  but  if  tbe  blue  while  dominant  is  less  pronounced  we  may  call  it  lavender  or  lilac  or  violet 
or  mauve. 

In  the  dark  colors,  if  the  red  predominates  decidedly  we  may  call  it  red,  as  with  Reaumur.  If  the 
blue  predominates  we  call  it  purple.  Then  to  be  more  definite  we  sometimes  say  reddish  purple  or 
purplish  red. 

It  must  be  remembered  also  that,  aside  from  the  difficulty  of  getting  an  exact  name  for  the  normal 
color  of  a  variety,  this  color  may  change  somewhat  with  the  season.  For  example,  this  year  we  had 
cool,  cloudy,  and  rainy  weather  throughout  the  Lilac  season.  Consequently,  the  colors  were  all  darker 
than  usual.  The  character  of  the  soil  also  sometimes  changes  the  color  slightly. 

We  make  our  descriptions  as  clear  as  we  can,  but  we  understand  how  difficult  it  is  for  a  purchaser 
who  cannot  visit  a  Lilac  field  during  the  blooming  season  to  make  his  selection.  However,  we  list 
only  good  varieties,  those  that  should  give  much  pleasure  to  those  who  plant  them.

Planting  Instructions 


WHY  LILACS  FAIL  TO  BLOOM 

We  are  asked  a  number  of  times  during  the  course  of  the  year,  “Why  do  my 
It  is  impossible  to  answer  this  question  satisfactorily  by  letter.  There  are 
why  Lilacs  fail  to  bloom.  We  cannot  tell  which  special  reason  is  applicable  in 
We  are  giving  a  number  of  causes  in  this  catalog  and  leaving  you  to  decide 
which  of  these  fit  your  individual  problem. 

We  have  no  difficulty  here  at  the  nursery.  Our  plants  are  loaded  with  flowers 
each  year  and  if  your  plants  are  not  giving  satisfactory  bloom,  some  one  of 
the  following  causes  must  be  responsible. 

1.  Your  plants  may  not  have  been  handled  carefully  enough  when  you  made  your  planting. 
The  roots  may  have  been  exposed  to  the  air  and  some  of  the  vitality  of  the  plant  weakened. 
A  bundle  of  Lilacs  comes  to  you  and  this  bundle  is  often  opened  up  and  the  plants  separated 
and  looked  over.  Then  they  are  laid  out  in  the  sun  or  shade  while  the  holes  for  them  are  dug 
and  the  planting  goes  on.  The  plants  grow  but  they  received  a  setback  from  this  exposure  of 
the  roots  and  it  often  takes  2  or  3  years  to  overcome  this  mistreatment. 

2.  It  may  be  the  roots  were  not  spread  out  carefully  and  soil  packed  tightly  about  them  at 
planting  time.  The  roots  may  have  become  jammed  in  a  cramped  and  twisted  mass  in  the  hole, 
and  growth  stunted.  In  filling  in  the  hole  dry  dirt  may  have  been  pulled  in  over  the  roots  and 
so  reduced  the  vitality  of  the  plant  as  to  check  its  right  growth  for  several  years. 

3.  The  young  plant  may  be  planted  so  close  to  trees  or  larger  shrubs  as  to  rob  it  of  much 
of  its  vitality. 

4.  It  may  be  in  too  much  shade  or  in  dry  gravelly  soil.  Lilacs  like  a  rich  heavy  soil  but 
not  a  wet  acid  soil. 

5.  It  may  be  your  plants  are  making  altogether  too  much  growth  and  that  such  growth  needs 
checking.  Or  they  may  have  formed  a  great  mass  of  heavy  branches  from  the  ground  with  a 
tremendous  branchy  top  growth  and  have  reached  a  point  where  they  have  stopped  going  for¬ 
ward  and  produce  no  bloom.  If  your  plants  are  making  a  very  rapid  growth,  sending  out  long 
new  shoots  with  no  bloom,  go  through  your  plants  about  the  middle  of  June  and  trim  out 
about  one-half  of  the  new  growths  back  to  the  old  wood.  This  will  have  a  tendency  to  cause 
blooming  buds  to  set  on  the  balance  of  the  new  growth  for  the  next  year.  If  your  bushes  have 
a  great  many  branches  from  the  ground  and  many  short  top  branches  go  through  your  plants 
in  March  in  the  north  or  earlier  in  the  south  (before  the  sap  starts)  and  cut  out  about  one-halt 
of  the  old  branches  to  the  ground.  This  will  cause  a  new  growth  which  no  doubt  will  bring 
the  plant  into  heavy  blooming. 

Now  any  of  the  foregoing  causes  might  be  the  reason  your  Lilacs  are  not  blooming.  You  are 
in  a  position  to  analyze  your  difficulty  much  better  than  we.  We  have  no  further  information 
to  offer. 

An  orange  tag  giving  full  directions  for  the  planting  and  care  of  your  Lilacs  is  attached  to 
every  order  of  Lilacs  that  leaves  our  packing  department.  Watch  for  this  card.  Read  it  care¬ 
fully  before  you  open  your  package  and  then  follow  directions.

Held  June  13-14,  1939 

Myrtle  Gentry  Peony  best  flower  in  the  show  and  in  the 
division  of  one  light  pink  to  a  vase  and  three  light  pinks  to 
a  vase,  Myrtle  Gentry  and  Hansina  Brand  won  all  six  ribbons. 
The  Myrtle  Gentry,  three  to  a  vase,  was  planted  on  the  20th 
of  May,  1934,  as  was  also  the  Myrtle  Gentry  that  won 
second,  with  one  to  a  vase,  all  four  blooms  picked  from  the 
same  bush  planted  May  20th,  1934. 
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No  garden  is  complete  without  perennial  Phlox.  The  color  range  is 
so  large,  the  colors  so  bright,  and  the  period  of  blooming  so  long  that 
every  garden  should  contain  a  good  planting. 

Plants  begin  to  bloom  in  late  June,  and  with  proper  treatment,  com 
tinuous  bloom  may  be  expected  until  frost  comes. 

Water  heavily  during  dry  spells.  The  flowers  should  not  be  allowed 
to  go  to  seed.  Cut  the  first  flower  spikes  when  they  are  in  full  bloom  and 
use  for  home  decoration.  Or,  if  left  longer  on  the  plant,  they  should 
be  cut  as  soon  as  the  blooms  fade.  In  this  way  a  second  setting  of  bloom 
will  come  on  and  thus  the  season  will  be  prolonged. 

This  plant  likes  a  welbenriched  soil  and  a  sunny,  welbdrained  location. 
Fall  planting  can  be  made  from  the  first  of  September  until  the  ground 
freezes.  Phlox  can  also  be  planted  in  the  spring. 

Plant  so  that  the  crown  is  just  beneath  the  surface  and  use  plenty  of 
water  when  planting  if  the  ground  is  at  all  dry.  If  the  soil  is  dry  as  win¬ 
ter  approaches,  stir  the  ground  well  about  the  plants  and  cover  with 
a  good  mulch.

Lily  bulbs  do  best  planted  in  a  loose  loamy  soil  containing  an 
abundance  of  humus.  For  most  varieties  welbrotted  cow  manure  and 
leaf  mold  should  be  added  to  and  well  mixed  with  the  soil  before 
planting. 

Each  bulb  should  be  placed  in  a  pocket  of  clean  sand.  Most  va- 
rieties  should  be  planted  5  or  6  inches  deep,  although  small  bulbs 
and  a  somewhat  heavy  soil  call  for  shallow  planting. 

It  is  important  to  mulch  Lily  bulbs  in  the  fall  with  welbrotted 
cow  manure,  straw,  or  marsh  hay.

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When  to  Plant 

The  Oriental  Poppy  is  best  handled  during 
its  dormant  season  in  the  summer.  After 
blooming,  the  Poppy  first  ripens  its  seeds, 
and  then  the  top  dies  to  the  ground.  In  late 
August  it  becomes  thoroughly  dormant  for 
a  period  of  several  weeks  and  then  a  new  set 
of  leaves  appears.  We  begin  to  fill  our  orders 
when  the  plant  first  becomes  dormant  and  we 
continue  to  send  out  plants  during  the  fall 
months. 

A  plant  during  the  dormant  season  appears 
dead,  and  you  may  not  be  at  all  pleased  when 
you  receive  a  consignment  of  these  roots.  But 
carry  out  the  following  directions  and  in  a 
very  short  time  your  plants  will  show  signs  of 
life. 


How  to  Plant 

Dig  a  hole  so  deep  that  the  root  extends 
straight  down  its  full  length  with  its  top  two 
inches  below  the  surface.  With  the  root  in 
place,  fill  the  soil  about  it  until  the  hole  is 
one-half  full,  pack  the  soil  solid  about  the 
root  and  then  fill  the  hole  full  of  water  and 
let  seep  entirely  away.  Then  fill  hole  level  full 
of  soil  and  leave  some  pulverized  on  top. 


Caution 

Many  cover  their  perennials  with  leaves, 
and  during  the  course  of  winter  the  leaves 
pack  down  and  smother  the  plants.  This  is 
especially  disastrous  to  the  Oriental  Poppy. 
It  is  better  to  cover  with  6  inches  of  wheat  or 
rye  straw,  Sudan  grass,  or  wild  hay,  any  of 
which  is  perfectly  safe.

For  many  years  we  have  been  interested  in  Flowering  Crabs.  We  felt  that  at 
some  future  time  a  line  of  crabs  would  be  introduced  that  would  bear  fruit  as 
well  as  flowers.  Our  first  crab  of  this  kind  was  the  Dolgo.  We  have  added  to 
this  one  as  fast  as  we  have  found  desirable  kinds  until  we  now  have  six  beautiful 
Flowering  Crabs  which  are  absolutely  hardy  here  in  Minnesota  and  most  of  which 
bear  good  edible  fruit. 


FLOWERING  CRAB  LIST 

BEAUTY.  This  crab  comes  to  us  from  Prof.  Hansen  of  the  South  Dakota  Fruit 
Breeding  Farm.  Many  people  are  looking  for  just  such  a  crab  at  Beauty  Crab. 
The  tree  is  the  most  upright  growing  apple  or  crab  tree  we  know.  We  have 
a  specimen  in  our  private  garden  that  stands  about  18  feet  high  with  a  limb 
spread  of  not  more  than  7  feet.  In  growth  it  resembles  the  Lombardy  or  Bob 
leana  Poplar  and  will  fit  into  a  planting  where  either  of  these  trees  would.  It 
is  a  tree  one  would  like  to  plant  against  the  corner  of  a  house  or  as  an  sentinel 
or  accent  tree  along  the  back  line  of  the  yard.  Besides  being  a  pretty  tree,  it 
bears  great  quantities  of  brilliant  deep  red  crabs  an  inch  in  diameter  which  are 
beautiful  on  the  tree  and  also  make  wonderful  sauce.

DES  MOINES.  We  consider  this  crab  the  horticultural  wonder  of  our  times.  As  I 
was  riding  about  Des  Moines  several  years  ago  with  the  late  W.  G.  Dumont, 
who  was  at  that  time  President  of  the  American  Peony  Society,  I  admired  the 
nice  plantings  about  the  city.

Mr.  Dumont  later  procured  cuttings  from  this 
tree  and  I  began  to  propagate  it.  The  fruit  is  round  to  conical  in  shape,  and 
about  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  It  is  of  a  dull  red  color  on  a  yellow- 
ish  green  ground.  The  fruit  is  borne  in  such  quantities  as  to  almost  hide  the 
limbs.  And  most  remarkable  of  all,  if  not  picked  from  the  tree  it  will  hang  on 
all  winter.  The  picture  of  the  fruit  shown  on  this  page  was  taken  on  the  12th 
day  of  January,  1938.

It  is  extremely  hardy  and  after  it  has 
attained  its  growth  will  last  for  many  years.  In  the  spring  it  is  one  solid  mass 
of  large  white  blooms,  which  are  followed  by  a  great  crop  of  crab  apples. 
These  crabs  are  a  brilliant  red  about  an  inch  in  diameter  and  an  inch  and  a 
half  long.  The  fruit  is  so  brilliant  in  color  and  so  abundant  on  the  tree  that 
it  makes  a  wonderful  ornamental  sight.  The  fruit  makes  up  into  a  jelly  of  the 
finest  flavor  and  a  beautiful  red  color.  This  crab  is  not  grown  for  its  ornamental 
qualities  alone  but  it  is  grown  commercially  for  the  fruit  which  readily  sells  at
